ically that he n^ver had told any- 
one he believed Kennamer 
and 


Gorrell had been fellow membeva 
of a band of well-to-do young

The right of the University of 
California and other land grant 
colleges to compel students to take 
military training was in effect to- 
day by the supreme court. 
The unanimous decision was de- 


livered by Justice Butler. 
It sustained the action of the 
University in, suspending two stu- 
dents who declined to take the 
training 
because of conscientious 


objections. 
Albert W. Hamilton 
and W. 


Alonzo Reynolds, jr., entering the 
University in 1933, asked to be 
exempted from military training 
on the ground that they believed 
training for war was immoral, in 
violation of the tenents of the 
Methodit Episcopal church 
and 


violated the Kellogg-Brland pact 
to outlaw war. 
Counsel for the University in- 
sisted it was entirely within the 
jurisdiction of the school whether 
to require such training and that 
no federal question was Involved 
even though the national govern- 
ment had granted land and money 
to aid In founding the Institution. 


In a similar case last term, the

tary training.

Political Accord. 


The political accord, he said, 


is divided into three parts, as 
follows: 


(1) Germany guarantees to ex- 


tend to non-voters the same stand- 
ing as that of voters; 


(2) All have equal rights to IO- 


slcal insurance and state assist- 
ance. 


(3) "he Inhabitants of the Saar 


have equal rights regardless of 
language, race, and religion. 


The financial accord, said the 


Spanish delegate, calls for the 
payment by Germany 'of'WO,9QQ 
000 francs for the mines, which 
are the property of the French 
government, and for the private 
credits held by France, as well 
as a payment of 11,000.000 tons of 
coal from the Saar mines. 


France and Germany, by the 


accord, reached an agreement on 
a method of payment which will 
not interfere with Germany's for- 
eign exchange.

NATED SEVEN-YEAR BEAU- 
MONT-PORT ARTHUR FIGHT 


AUSTIN, Nov. 30.—W—Govern- 


or Miriam A. Ferguson today sign- 
ed a bill to provide a method for 
construction of a free bridge over 
the Nechcs river connecting Port 
Arthur and Orange. 
The law authorized 
Jefferson 


county to call 
a bond 
election 


within 45 days to vote on issuance 
of $760,000 in bonds to aid in fi- 
nancing the structure and author- 
ized the acceptance of a public 
works 
administration 
grant of 


1860,000. The highway commission 
was authorized to contribute the 
remainder of the cost. $750,000. 


"I am doubtful if this is good 
legislation," the governor stated in 
her letter of transmittal to the 
secretary of state. 
Signature of the bill culminated 


a seven-year controversy between 
Beaumont and Port Arthur over 
proposed construction of a bridge 
over the Neches river. The river 
Is the artery of traffic for the 
port of Beaumont, and Beaumont 
interests opposed the bridge on 
the contention it would interfere 
with shipping. 
The bridge would be 176 feet 
above water, a compromise agreed 
to by Beaumont representatives as 
sufficient clearance to permit the 
free passage of large vessels, 
Witness Bill's Signing. 


W. E. Lea of Orange, who lob- 


bied the bill through the legisla- 
ture; Representative H. L. Me- 
Kee of Port Arthur 
and Allan 
Shivers, senator-elect 
from 
the 


Beaumont district, witnessed the 
signature of the legislation. 
The 
pen used by Governor Ferguson 
will be presented to H. O. Mills, 
county commissioner for the Port 
Arthur precinct 
Construction of the span would 
shorten the distance between Port 
Arthur and the Louisiana line by 
29 miles. The bridge is on a pro- 
jected transcontinental highway. 


Traffic now Is served by a ferry. 


Lea estimated traffic over the 
highway would double with com- 
pletion of the bridge.

Federal Court 
Upheld Conviction 


Of Harvey Bailey 


DENVER, 
Nov. 
30.—(/P>—The 


constitutionality of the Lindbergh 
kidnap law was upheld In Its 
first tost in the tenth circuit court 
of apeals today In an opinion ap- 
proving a life sentence for Har- 
vey Bailey, Southwestern despera- 
do, and warning gangsters such 
a "heinous offense" as kidnaping 
merits a severe penalty. 


Bailey, convicted of the $200,- 


000 kidnaping of Charles F. Ur- 
schel, Oklahoma oil millionaire, 
had pleaded that a life sentence 
was "cruel and unusual punish- 
ment." 


"Kidnaping 
Is a heinous of- 


fense," said the circuit court opin- 
ion. 


"A sentence to life Imprison- 


ment for transporting a kidnap 
victim In Interstate commerce, or 
for constracy so to transport a 
kidnaped person, is not, In our 
opinion, Cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment within the constitutional 
Inhibition.' 


The court said congress clearly 
possesses the power to take steps 
to prevent "the use of the chan- 
nels of inetrstate commerce to 
facilitate the crime of kidnap- 
ing." 


Ten Were Convicted. 
Bailey, with 
nine other de- 


fendants, including George Ma- 
chine Gun Kelly and his red-hatr- 
ed wife, Katherlne and Albert 
Bates, who all were sentenced' to 
life imprisonment, were convict- 
ed of abducting the oil man from 
his Oklahoma City home in July, 
1933. He was held captive nine 
days on a farm, near Paradise, 
Texas., owned by Mr. and Mrs. R. 
G. Shannon, who also were sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment 


The Shannon's son, Armon, Bar- 


ney Berman and. Clifford Skelly, 
of Minneapolis, wore handed light- 
er sentences for their part in the 
abduction. 


The opinion was written by Cir- 
cuit Judge Orie L. Phillips of Den- 
ver and concurred in by Circuit 
Judge Sam O. Bratton, Albuquer- 
que, 
N. M., and Federal District 
Judge John C. Pollock of Kansas 
City, Kas. 


DENVER, Nov. 30.—(*")—The 


conviction of Harvey Bailey as 
one of the kidnapers of Charles 
F. Urschel, Oklahoma oil million- 
aire, was upheld today by the 
United States circuit court of ap- 
peals. 


Bailey is now confined in Al- 
catraz prison in San Francisco 
bay. 


The decision upheld the con- 
viction obtained in a spectacular 
trial in Oklahoma City in 1033 
in which the prosecution of Bai- 
ley, George (Machine Gun) Kelly, 
Albert Bates and their associates 
was directed by Joseph B. Kee- 
nan, assistant attorney-general. 


Ursohel, for whose release $200,- 


000 ransom was paid, identified 
the Texas gang hideout where he 
was held captive by the frequency 
and direction of passenger planes 
which passed 
overhead. 
Bailey 


was a fugitive from the. Kansas 
penitentiary when he participated 
in the kidnaping. 


•Bailey was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. A similar sentence 
•was given Kelly and Bates and 
Mr. and Mrs. R. G. Shannon, on 
whose farm near Paradise, Tex., 
Urschel was held captive nine 
days. 


Kelly's wife also was convicted 


in connection with the kidnaping 
as well as Barney Berman and 
Clifford 
Skelly 
of Minneapolis 


and the Shannon's son, Armon. 
Bates and Kelly were alleged 
to have been the actual kidnapers 
of Urschel, who was 
abducted 


from his home in Oklahoma City 
on July 22, 1933. 


Lead Prison Break. 


Bailey was the leader of a pris- 
on break at the Lansing, Kans., 
prison farm which freed 11 des- 
peradoes and he aUo was indict- 
ed in connection with the Kansas 
City union station slaying*.

Working on a tentative draft of 
a permanent NRA, experts under

have made, much progress, author- 
itative' sources said. 


If present ideas are approved 
nigher up, the new measure prob- 
ably will: 


1. Alter the anti-trust laws, so 
that certain trade agreements may 
be made legal, others illigal, and 
still others put under regulation. 


2. Grant power to fix minimum 


wages and maximum hours for 
each industry and trade. 
3. Continue Section 7-A. guar- 
anteeing the right of collective 
bargaining. 
The NRA, under present law. is 
due to die next June, and the ad- 
ministration would like to get the 
permanent 
machinery 
ready in 


plenty of time. 
The administration's plan will 


be still further rounded out after 
conferences 
this 
week 
end by 
President Roosevelt and his aides 
in charge of re"ef and housing. 
Already the administration ap- 


parently is committed to a low 
cost housing program, more ex- 
penditures for public -works, fur- 
ther subsistence homesteads and 
unemployment Insurance. 
There have been hints also, that 
the legislative slate may include 
lower liquor tariffs, 
something 
along the line of old age pensions, 
and possibly an attempt at a com- 
promise on the soldiers' bonus 
whereby the certificates of those 
in need would be cashed.

Making their way to the break- 
water, hand over and, on' a line 
shot to the freighter by coast 
guardsmen, the 
sail<.-s 
fought 


their way over a mile of the wave- 
lashed breakwater to shore. 


All were exhausted and suffer- 


ing from exposure. Some had to 
be assisted to shore, 
apparently 


injured. 


So far as could be told, only 25 


men were on th« Cort \phen it 
struck. 


The rescue of all of them was 


considered an amazing feat in 
view of the high sea that was 
running and the 60-mile gale. .. 


The Cort, pounding against the 


rocky protuberance, seemed from 
shore to be settling and little 
hope was felt that it could be sav- 
ed. 


The only fatality was the drown- 


ing of John Dlpert, 23 year old 
coast guardsmen who was lost 
when a small boat was swamped 
last night while trying to reach 
the Cort, 
Dlpert was answering 


his first call to life saving duty. 


Aiding the efforts of the 
reft- 


cuers, the members of the Cort's 
crew threw a line to the guards- 
wen who had made their way to 
the tip of the breakwater. Then, 
In improvised. breeches buoys, the 
men reached the breakwater. 


Waiting until the last man -was 


on the breakwater, the men start- 
ed the second leg of their perilous 
journey, across the three-quarter- 
mile long breakwater,

of 


•which was swept 
by 
towering 


waves. 


The exhausted men were lash- 


ed together, in groups of three, 
and made their way to shore be- 
tween waves. 


When ashore, they were taken

freedom of both sides to or- 
ganize for bargaining pur- 
poses. 
Employing capital 


has been pretty well or- 
ganized for some time. Ev- 
ery incorporated company 
represents 
organized dol- 


lars, and modern industry 
tends more and more to 
large aggregations of or- 
ganized companies. Labor 
is still much less fully or- 
ganized, but has made rap- 
id progress under the NRA, 
although its rules, with all 
the clarifications of Section 
7-A, 
are still far 
from 


clear. 


The 
one 
really 
clear 


thing about it is that labor 
has a blanket right to or- 
ganize, and indeed is en- 
couraged to do so. 
The 


idea is that with both sides 
fully organized, there may 
be industrial justice, order 
and peace, with consequent 
prosperity for all. 


But labor runs into seri- 


ous difficulties, partly from 
the obstruction of grudg- 
ing employers, and partly 
from faults on its own side 
which play into the hands 
of employers seeking an ex- 
cuse to deny fair play. 


Here 
L a clear and 


strong statement on this 
point, 
directed 
at 
both 


sides by 
NRA 
Director 


Richberg, 
and 
deserving 


the support of all friends 
of industrial justice: 


"Varying degrees of or- 


ganizing pressure h a v e 
been exerted against wage 
earners, from the more or 
less gentle persuasion by 
organizing committees of 
respectable unions down to 
the outrageous gun play 
and slugging of racketeer 
groups that prey upon the 
worker as remorselessly as 
any sweatshop employer. 


"Thus 
another 
serious 


question is presented: How 
far should the freedom of 
labor organization be pro- 
tected from coercion 
not 


only by employer, but by 
any other organized coer- 
cion which may deprive a 
worker of part of his earn- 
ings and practically all his 
liberty of choice as to the 
terms and conditions of his 
employment? 


"This problem is clearly 


recognized by older estab- 
lished labor unions; but un 
til their right to represent 
their bona fide members 
is freely acknowledged by 
employers, they are ham- 
pered in any efforts to de- 
stroy the labor racketeer 
whose most helpfu. ally !s 
the employer who refuses 
to deal with an honest un- 
ion of his employees."
